GENTLEMEN:—I herewith submit my report as physician 
at the County Farm for the year 1920. 


We have had the least number of deaths that we have had 
for years, and they would have been less but for an epidemic 
of influenza followed by pneumonia in February and March. 


I want to thank all for the co-operation and support I have 


had in my work.

cent could be made to earn their living.

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able to do manual labor, or at least more able than if they had 
been idle for days and months.
